To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Walters  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December,  1966. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  population 
figure,  again  showed  a small  fall  of  50  compared  to  the 
previous  year. 

Public  Health  in  the  area  was  generally  good  and  apart 
from  a few  cases  of  measles  there  were  no  infectious 
diseases,  other  than  four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  As  usual 
heart  diseases  and  cancer  were  the  chief  causes  of  death. 

The  second  part  of  this  Report  has,  this  year,  been 
prepared  by  Mr.  Davies,  Public  Health  Inspector.  I wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  ready 
assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 
and  also  the  other  Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support  in  'the  work  of  the 
Health  Department.

IMMUNISATION 

For  the  twentieth  year  in  succession  no  Diphtheria  oc- 
curred in  the  Area.  However,  a few  cases  continue  to  occur 
in  the  country,  so  parents  should  ensure  that  their  babies  and 
young  children  are  protected  by  inoculation.  This  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic,  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 

During  the  past  year,  most  of  those  immunised  received 
the  triple  injection  protecting  them  against  Diphtheria, 

Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough.

This  year  there  were  twenty  two  visits  compared  with 

24  in  1965.  j ett 

The  total  attendance  was  slightly  less  at  1,314  and  1,51 1 
in  1965,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  60  per  visit  this 
year.  Also  this  average  is  less  than  at  other  centres  in  the 
County.  The  unit  will  continue  to  attend  fortnightly  during 
1967.  In  1966,  twenty  six  persons,  or  just  under  2%  of  those 
examined  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further 
investigation  and  in  another  15%  other  pulmonary  abnormal- 
ities were  diagnosed.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1966 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Walters  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  of  the  Public 
Health  circumstances  in  the  Ammanford  Urban  District 
in  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  the  Urban 
District  is  controlled  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board.  All 
houses  are  connected  to  the  distribution  mains. 

The  water  has  a ph  of  7.54  and  a fluorine  content  of  .072 
part  per  million.  1/14  of  the  recommended  amount  in  the 
water  supply  required  to  improve  the  dental  health  which 
is  one  part  per  million. 

The  present  supply  is  sufficient  for  the  foreseeable 
future. 

All  the  bacteriological  samples  submitted  for  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  It  has  been  decided  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales  to  initiate  statutory  procedure 
to  bring  about  under  compulsory  powers  the  establishment 
of  a Joint  Water  Board  covering  Carmarthenshire  and  West 
Glamorgan.  Ammanford  Urban  District  Council  will  be 
included  in  the  larger  Board. 

DRAINAGE  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Trunk  Sewers  and  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  are 
controlled  by  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 
Secondary  sewers  providing  connections  to  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict area  are  controlled  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Storm  water  separation  chambers  of  the  weir  type  are 
constructed  in  the  trunk  sewer  system  to  reduce  the  sur- 
charging of  the  sewers  during  wet  weather.  The  construc- 
tion of  new  drains  and  connections  to  secondary  sewers  are 
controlled  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Twenty  new 
drains  were  inspected  during  the  year.

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WATER  COURSES 

Four  of  the  Seven  watercourses  draining  surface  water 
from  the  surrounding  hills  pass  through  badly  constructed 
culverts  and  under  bridges  which  restrict  the  flow  of  the 
streams  during  heavy  rainfall  causing  flooding  in  the  Urban 
area. 

The  main  restriction  to  the  flow  of  these  watercourses 
is  their  passage  under  roads  controlled  by  the  County 
Council. 

Schemes  have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Council  to 
reduce  the  restriction  to  the  flow  of  these  watercourses  and 
the  diversion  of  watercourses  outside  the  Urban  District 
Area.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  cause  of  the  flooding. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

House  Refuse  — The  House  Refuse  is  collected 
from  all  premises  twice  weekly  by  means  of  a side  loader 
refuse  lorry. 

The  collection  is  a kerbside  collection. 

The  bins  are  not  provided  by  the  Council  and  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936  to  enforce  the  provision  of  a satisfactory  refuse 
bin. 


Trade  Refuse  — is  collected  from  the  trade  premises 
one  day  per  week  on  Monday  up  untill  March,  1966  and  on 
Wednesday  thereafter  in  the  form  of  carboard  and  waste 
paper  which  is  burned  on  the  Rhydymaerdy  Refuse  Tip. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  — The  house  refuse  is  tipped  on  two 
sites  one  at  Gelligwaerdy  and  the  other  at  Rhydymaerdy, 
both  sites  are  owned  by  farmers  and  tipping  being  carried 
out  with  the  permission  of  the  farmers  and  subject  to  the 
discontinuation  without  notice.  The  tipping  is  semi- 
controlled  tipping  the  refuse  is  levelled  by  machine  regularly 
to  a depth  of  approx.  4 feet  and  covered  by  spoil  when  it 
comes  available  from  time  to  time,  and  by  the  contents  of 
road  gulleys  deposited  by  the  Urban  District  and  County 
Council  vehicles.  The  two  tips  are  sprayed  with  insecticide 
and  treated  for  rodent  infestation  monthly.  Care  has  been 
taken  to  see  that  the  Refuse  Tips  are  inaccessible  to  animals 
by  enclosing  with  suitable  fencing  as  required  by  the 
Disease  of  Animals  Act  1950.

HOUSING  ACT  1964  — PART  II

houses,  as  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants 
are  not  received  by  the  Ammanford  Health  Department. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

No  complaints  were  received  under  the  Clean  Air  Act 
1956.  The  amount  of  air  polution  due  to  smoke  is 
negligible  The  majority  of  householders  use  anthracite  coal 
mined  in  the  district,  which  is  for  all  practical  purposes  a 
smokeless  fuel.

No  Caravan  Sites  are  licenced  in  the  Urban  District. 
Planning  permission  has  been  granted  to  place  a caravan  on 
a parking  area  of  a social  club.  No  application  for  a 
Caravan  Site  Licence  was  received.  My  recommendation 
that  a site  licence  was  necessary  was  not  accepted  by  the 
Council. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 
The  paddling  pool  in  the  Public  Park  was  not  used 
during  the  year. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  Ammanford  Urban 
District. 


SCHOOLS 

There  are  Five  Local  Education  Schools  in  the  district. 

One  private  commercial  school  was  discontinued  during 
the  year. 

PLACES  OF  PUBLIC  ENTERTAINMENT 

With  the  completion  of  the  Eriskay  Tenpin  Bowling 
Alley  and  Entertainment  Centre  there  were  four  places  of 
Public  Entertainments  in  Ammanford  at  the  end  of  1966. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  five  Ladies  and  six  Gentlemen 
Public  Conveniences.  These  are  cleaned  twice  daily. 

On  consideration  of  a report  on  the  condition  of  the 
underground  Gentlemen  Public  Conveniences  at  College 
Street  the  Council  have  resolved  to  consider  the  purchase  of 
a new  site  for  the  erection  of  a new  Public  Convenience  and 
the  erection  of  a new  Ladies  Public  Convenience  adjoining  it 
on  the  same  site.

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ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT  ETC.) 

REGULATIONS  1957  AND  1963 

Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  on  two  premises  a cold  mix 
is  used  in  the  two  premises.

A positive  reaction  was  obtained  from  the  Brucella 
Abortus  Ring  Test  carried  out  on  Five  Samples  of  Untreated 
Milk.  Brucella  Abortus  was  isolated  from  one  of  these 
samples  of  Milk  taken  in  September.  As  the  farm  produc- 
ing the  milk  was  in  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District,  the  Llan- 
deilo  R.D.C.  Public  Health  Inspector  sampled  the  milk  of 
each  cow  in  the  herd  on  the  Farm.  Two  cows  were  found 
to  have  their  milk  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus  and  were 
removed  from  the  herd. 

Five  samples  of  untreated  milk  from  3 Producer/ 
Retailers  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  test. 
The  producers  were  informed  of  ‘the  result  of  the  tests.
